Obama to Reveal His Deficit Vision 

President’s proposal 
seeks to earve at least 
$2T in long-term euts 

Washington 

Even as President Obama prepares his 
opening bid on long-term deficit reduc- 
tion, the White House wants to keep 
the focus on jobs and is determined 
to avoid getting sucked into another 
budget fight with lawmakers. 

Administration officials see the 
task of attending to deficits as neces- 
sary but not necessarily urgent, com- 
pared with the need to revive the econ- 
omy and increase employment. 

The White House also sees this 
as the time to draw sharp contrasts 
with congressional Republicans, 
whose public approval ratings are 
lower than Obama’s. 

As a result, when Obama announc- 
es at least $2 trillion in deficit reduc- 
tion measures Monday, he is not 
expected to offer all the compromises 
he reached with House Speaker John 
Boehner, R-Ohio, in July before those 
talks broke off. 

“I would view this as the presi- 
dent’s vision for how we achieve deficit 
reduction, which makes it inherently 
different than the sorts of legislative 
negotiations we were undertaking 
with the speaker over the summer,” 
said the White House communica- 
tions director Dan Pfeiffer. 



Obama Touts ‘Buffett Rule’ 

One of President Obama’s proposals for reducing 
deficits is the “Buffett Rule,” named for billionaire 
investor Warren Buffett. It would seta minimum 
tax rate for taxpayers earning more than $1 million. 
Buffett has complained that he and other wealthy 
people have been “coddled long enough” and 
shouldn’t be paying a smaller share of their income 
in federal taxes than middle-class taxpayers. The 
GOP has pledged to oppose any tax increases, (ap) 



All Eyes on 2012 

Senior White House officials say 
that in pushing for his jobs plan, 

President Obama will highlight the need 
for long-term deficit reduction and the 
need to achieve it through spending 
cuts and tax revenue. In so doing, they 
will try to create sharp differences with 
Republicans that could serve him in the 
2012 presidential campaign, (ap) 

The plan represents an econom- 
ic bookend to the $447 billion in tax 
cuts and new public works spending 
that Obama has proposed as a short- 
term measure to stimulate the econ- 
omy and create jobs. He’s submitting 
it to a special joint committee of Con- 
gress given the task of recommending 
how to reduce deficits by $1.2 trillion 
to $1.5 trillion over 10 years. 

The White House also has said 
that Obama will not offer any propos- 
als to reduce long-term spending in 
Social Security, even though Obama 
had suggested to Boehner reducing 
annual cost-of-living adjustments for 
Social Security recipients. 

Now Democrats are waiting to 
see what Obama proposes to do with 
Medicare, the government health care 
program for older people. 

Overall, the president’s pro- 
posal could help reduce long- 
term deficits by about $4 trillion.

Military Gay Ban 
Repeal on Track 


Months of changes, 
preparation precede 
historic policy shift 

San Diego 

Night-long celebrations will mark 
the final countdown to the histor- 
ic end of the U.S. military’s ban on 
openly gay troops, and even more 
partying will take place once it is 
lifted Tuesday. But in many ways 
change is already here. 

Subtle acts over the months 
have been reshaping the military’s 
staunchly traditional society in prep- 
aration for the U.S. armed forces’ 
biggest policy shift in decades. 

For some gay service members, 
the fear of discovery and reprisals 
dissipated months ago when a fed- 
eral court halted all investigations 
and discharge proceedings under 
“don’t ask, don’t tell,” while mili- 
tary leaders prepared the armed 
services for its end. 

Air Force Lt. Col. Victor Feh- 
renbach, 42, said the differenc- 
es may be subtle but the effect is

profound. Fehrenbach came out on 
national TV in 2009 after the Air 
Force started discharge proceed- 
ings, which were later stalled by 
the repeal process. He reported for 
duty two days later and was con- 
gratulated by colleagues. 

Some adjustments will take 
time, Fehrenbach said, like seeing 
troops with their same-sex part- 
ners at military balls. 

“It will be great if some do it,” he 
said. “But they should just realize 
they’ll get some looks. And that’s

Abuse on the Rise 

New research links an increase in child abuse, 
mostly in infants, with the recent recession, 
raising fresh concerns about the effects of the 
nation’s economic woes. The study, released 
online Monday in the journal Pediatrics, found that 
while still uncommon, abusive head trauma rose 
from about 9 cases per 100,000 children in pre-recession years, to 
almost 15 per 100,000 kids during the recession, (ap)

Abbas’ pitch for U.N. 
recognition nears as 
U.S. seeks peace talks 

New York 

The United States and Europe raced 
Sunday to avert or delay a loom- 
ing U.N. showdown over Pales- 
tinian statehood that could crush 
already dim Mideast peace pros- 
pects, with Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton and the Euro- 
pean Union’s top diplomat meeting 
in an attempt to come up with a 
winning strategy. 

Clinton and EU foreign policy 
chief Catherine Ashton discussed 
the situation in New York as part 
of an increasingly desperate effort 
to bring Israel and the Palestinians 
back to negotiations without antag- 
onizing either side or embroiling 
the region in new turmoil. 

But with each side gridlocked 
over the expected Palestinian bid 
Friday for U.N. recognition, chanc- 
es for a breakthrough seemed slim. 
Officials said the effort may be 
more about damage control than 
diplomacy. 


The Palestinians are frustrated 
by their inability to win from Isra- 
el concessions such as a freeze on 
settlements in the West Bank and 


east Jerusalem. They want to try 
to gain greater standing and atten- 
tion with a high-stakes wager on 
statehood and U.N. membership. 


The U.S. and Israel vehemently 
opposed this move. 

Only 12 months ago. President 
Obama said he wanted the U.N. 
to be welcoming Palestine as its 
newest member this year. But talks 
broke down, and the U.S. is in the 
unenviable position of leading the 
opposition to something it actual- 
ly supports. 

The U.S. has promised a veto 
of the bid at the Security Council, 
leading to fears the action could 
spark violence in the region. 

Still, even with a Security Coun- 
cil loss, the Palestinians were 
expected to take their recognition 
bid to the General Assembly, where 
they enjoy widespread support. 

Envoys from the Quartet — the 
U.S., EU, U.N. and Russia — also 
met Sunday. U.N. Secretary- Gen- 
eral Ban Ki-moon also was sup- 
posed to speak with Quartet envoy 
Tony Blair. 

International negotiators have 
failed to persuade the Palestinians 
to scale down their ambitions for 
full U.N. membership and recog- 
nition as a state. But they were try- 
ing to craft a statement that could 
restart peace talks, (ap)

Yemeni Forces Attack 
Protesters, Killing 26 


San'a, Yemen 

Yemeni forces opened fire with 
anti-aircraft guns and automatic 
weapons on tens of thousands of 
anti-government protesters in the 
capital demanding ouster of their 
longtime ruler, killing at least 26 
and wounding dozens, medical 
officials and witnesses said. 

After nightfall, San‘a sank into 
darkness after a power outage, as 
protesters took control of a vital 
bridge, halting traffic and setting 
up tents. Thousands of protesters 
attacked government buildings 
and set fires to buildings. 

The attack was the deadliest in 
months against protesters and comes 
as tensions have been escalating in 
the stalemate between the regime and 
the opposition. President Ali Abdul- 
lah Saleh has been in Saudi Arabia for

treatment since shortly after he was 
wounded in a June 3 attack on his 
palace, raising hopes for his remov- 
al. But he has dug in. 

More than 100,000 protesters 
massed Sunday, the crowd began 
to march toward the Presidential 
Palace, and security forces opened 
fire, witnesses said, (ap)

Metro Nulls Bus Service Changes

Board is scheduled 
to plan hearings on 
new route proposals 

Washington 

On Thursday, the Metro board is 
scheduled to take up a staff request 
to schedule hearings across the 
D.C. region on proposed chang- 
es to dozens of bus routes. If the 
board approves, the hearings could 
be scheduled for the week of Oct. 
10. Then the board would have to 
decide whether to accept or mod- 
ify the proposals. Service chang- 
es would take effect by the mid- 
dle of 2012. 


While the proposals affect no 
more than 1 percent of Metrobus 
service, riders tend to take these 
things very personally. Some hear- 
ings on bus route changes are like- 
ly to draw crowds that equal or 
exceed those at hearings on fare 
increases. 

In recent years, passions have 
run particularly high when the tran- 
sit authority combined hearings on 
bus service changes and budget bal- 
ancing. So in this case, Metro Gen- 
eral Manager Richard Sarles said 
he wants to separate the money and 
service issues. 

“When we tie service consid- 
erations into the overall budget, 
sometimes the service consider- 


ations get lost,” he told board mem- 
bers on Sept. 8. 

The package of changes would 
not have a significant effect on the 
budget. They both add and sub- 
tract service. Some proposals would 


increase the number of trips on 
crowded lines. On some lines where 
riders find service erratic, the sched- 
ule would simply be adjusted to 
account for the realities of traffic con- 
gestion. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Dorm-suite murder 
suspect’s friends are 
shocked by charges 

Bowie, Md. 

Alexis Simpson had been distressed 
to leave Clark Atlanta University, 
where she attended last year as a 
freshman, friends said. And the 
19-year-old wasn’t easily settling 
into a new life at Bowie State Uni- 
versity, where she was randomly 
housed in a suite with three other 
students. 

“She said she hadn’t been com- 
fortable with her roommate,” Simp- 
son’s friend, BreYonna Conrad, 18, 
said on Saturday. “She said they had 
argued and it almost turned into a 
fight. She said the roommate would 
target her. She was thinking about 
leaving the dorm and just living at 
home because she didn’t want to 
deal with it anymore.” 

But her friends never imagined 
those tensions would turn deadly. 
Simpson is charged with murder in 
the Thursday night fatal stabbing

of one of her suite mates, Domin- 
ique Frazier, 18, of Northeast D.C. 
She is expected to appear in court 
Monday. 

The incident began as a fight 
over music and escalated, accord- 
ing to court papers. The two women 
yelled, then physically fought. 

After Simpson was pushed into 
her bedroom by someone else in 
the suite, she emerged with what 
appeared to be a knife and stabbed 
Frazier in the neck, the court 
papers say. 

Simpson’s friends said they were 
shocked by the news. “Our moth- 
ers grew up together, and we have 
been friends since before we could 
walk,” Conrad said. “I never saw 
anything in her that would make 
you think anyone would accuse her 
of violence.” 

“That’s what’s so sad,” said Don- 
nie Payne, 52, who lives across the 
street from where Simpson lived 
with her mother in District Heights. 
“Two mothers lost their only chil- 
dren — one to death and one, if she 
is convicted, to prison.” avis thomas-

Danger at Full Throttle 


A horrifying crash 
in Nev. spotlights 
the hazards that 
lurk in air racing 

Reno, Nev. 

The World War Il-era plane that 
plummeted into an air-race crowd 
like a missile bore little resemblance 
to its original self. It was rebuilt for 
speed, if not for stability. 

Pilot Jimmy Leeward had said 
the changes made the 65-year- 
old P-51 Mustang, the “Galloping 
Ghost,” faster and more maneuver- 
able, but in the months before Fri- 
day’s crash, even he wasn’t certain 
exactly how it would perform. 

“The systems aren’t proven 
yet,” he said in a podcast upload- 
ed to YouTube in June. “We think 
they’re going to be OK.” 

Investigators don’t know what 
caused the plane to pitch into the 
crowd at the National Champi- 
onship Air Races in Reno, killing 
nine people, including Leeward, 
and injuring dozens. They have 
focused on the “elevator trim tab” 
— a piece of the tail that helps the 
aircraft maintain lift and appeared 
to break off before the crash. 

In the highly competitive, brava- 
do-filled world of air racing, pilots 
go for broke on the ground and in 
the sky, hitting speeds of 500 mph. 
Leeward is the 20th pilot to die 
at the air races since they began 
47 years ago, but Friday’s crash 
was the first in which spectators 
were killed. 

“Pilots are a special breed of 
confident, intelligent, driven per- 
fectionists,” said Ken Quick, a com- 
mercial airline pilot and a crew 
member for one of the teams that 
raced Friday. “They know what they 
do is dangerous and demanding, 
and they eagerly embrace both.” 

Leeward’s website alludes to the 
dangers — and bragging rights. 



About the pilot 

Friends of Jimmy Leeward, an air 
racer and movie stunt pilot whose 
plane crashed into the grandstand 
at a Reno, Nev., show, said the 
74-year-old was a skilled airman and 
well-known racing pilot who owned 
the Leeward Air Ranch Racing Team. 
His website says he had flown more 
than 120 races and served as a stunt 
pilot for numerous movies, includ- 
ing “Amelia" and “The Tuskegee Air- 
men." He gave an interview Thurs- 
day with Live Airshow TV in front 
of his plane the “Galloping Ghost," 
saying he didn’t want to show his 
hand on how fast the plane could go. 
“We’ve been playing poker since last 
Monday. And ... we’re ready to show 
a couple more cards, so we’ll see on 
Friday what happens, and on Satur- 
day we’ll probably go ahead and play 
our third ace, and on Sunday we’ll do 
our fourth ace," Leeward said in the 
interview. (AP)

On Sept. 15, 1951, 20 people, 
including 13 children, were 
killed and 50 were injured when 
a single-engine plane crashed 
into a crowd of more than 1,000 
people at an airshow in the town 
of Flagler, Colo. The Denver Post 
reported that the plane hooked a 
wing during a maneuver. 


On Sept. 24, 1972, a vintage 
war jetthat was leaving an 
airshow crashed into a Sac- 
ramento ice cream parlor, 
killing 23 people, including 12 
children. The Korean War-era 
fighter had been participat- 
ing in an air show atthe Sac- 
ramento Executive Airport. 


On Aug. 28, 1988, 70 people 
were killed during an airshow 
crash atthe U.S. air base in 
Ramstein, Germany, when 
an Italian flying squadron 
crashed into the crowd. The 
disaster also left hundreds of 
the 350,000 spectators that 
day severely injured. 


On July 27, 2002, 77 people 
were killed and hundreds 
were hospitalized when a 
Ukrainian military jetflew 
into the crowd and exploded 
at an air show atthe Sknyliv 
airbase in Ukraine. Apanel 
concluded the pilots failed to 
pull off a too-risky stunt, (ap) 


Crash in WVa. 

The pilot of a post-World War II plane that crashed 
during an air show in West Virginia was a decorated 
Air Force pilot and instructor, a successful busi- 
nessman and a passionate pilot who stressed safety 
first and foremost, friends and family said Sunday. 
Federal aviation officials investigating the crash that killed John “Jack" Man- 
gan of Concord, N.C., said they expect to have a preliminary finding within days 
into the cause of the crash Saturday during a show by the T-28 Warbird Aero- 
batic Formation Demonstration Team, (ap)

Leeward was rounding a bend 
Friday when his plane took an 
oddly upward pitch, narrowly 
missing the grandstand. It then 
twirled a few hundred feet off 
the ground and nose-dived into a 


section of VIP box seats, blasting 
out a 3-foot-deep, 8-foot-wide cra- 
ter in a hail of metal, chairs and 
body parts. 

Officials said 69 people were 
treated at hospitals, including 
36 who have been released. Nine 
remained in critical condition 
Sunday. 

FAA spokesman Ian Gregor said 
officials vet all aircraft modifica- 
tions before the planes are allowed 
to race. Reno Air Race Associa- 
tion experts also examine them to 
ensure they are air-worthy. 

Pilots were competing for a total 
of about $1 million in prize money, 
but pilot Ray Sherwood of Plac- 
erville, Calif, who raced at Reno 
from 1986 to 2005, said the sport 
is really about the thrill. 

“You can’t make any money 
racing airplanes. It’s too expen- 
sive to buy and maintain them,” 
Sherwood said. “You do it for the 
love of the sport.” (ap)

‘Smart’ Chip Credit Cards More Secure 



From Purchase to Transaction 

Smart cards are recognizable by the fingernail-sized gold contacts 

embedded on one side. Through the contacts, a chip inside the card can trans- 
mit information to a terminal when slid into a slot. Here’s how a smart card 
works in practice: When it’s time to settle the bill at Le Gaspard de la Nuit, a 
tiny restaurant just off the Place de la Bastille in Paris, the waiter brings to the 
table a wireless payment terminal. The customer inserts his chip-equipped 
“smart" credit card and enters his code on the keypad. Voila! The foie gras is 
paid for without the card leaving the customer’s sight, and the combination of 
chip and PIN code kept the transaction safe from fraud, (ap)

The next time you swipe your cred- 
it card at check-out, consider this: 
It’s a ritual the rest of the world 
deems outdated and unsafe. 

The United States is the only 
developed country still hanging 
on to credit and debit cards with 
those black magnetic stripes, the 
kind you swipe through retail ter- 
minals. The rest of the industri- 
alized world has switched —or is 
in the process of switching — to 
“smart” chip-based cards. 

The problem with that black 
magnetic stripe on the back of 
your credit card is that it’s about 
as secure as writing your account 
information on a postcard: Every- 
thing is in the clear and can be cop- 
ied. Card fraud, and the measures 
taken to prevent it, costs U.S. mer- 
chants, banks and consumers bil- 
lions each year. 

The smart cards can’t be copied. 


which greatiy reduces the potential 
for fraud. Smart cards with built-in 
chips are the equivalent of a safe: 
they can hide information so it can 
be unlocked only with the right 
key. Because the important infor- 
mation is hidden, the cards can’t 
be replicated. 

But the stripes have been so 
entrenched in the vast U.S. payment 
system that banks, payment pro- 


cessors and retailers have failed to 
reach consensus on how to revamp 
it, leaving the U.S. behind the rest 
of the world. 

“The card system in this coun- 
try has been dysfunctional for a 
long time,” says Mallory Duncan, 
general counsel of the National 
Retail Federation. “We have far, far 
too much fraud because we have 
a very antiquated payment system 


relative to the rest of the world. This 
is something they should have fixed 
a long time ago.” 

Yet even here, there are now 
serious moves to swap conventional 
cards for smart cards in a few years. 
Last month. Visa announced new 
policies that will give U.S. banks 
a reason to issue smart cards and 
stores several reasons to accept 
them, starting in 2015. 

Eric Schindewolf, product man- 
ager for smart cards at Wells Fargo 
& Co., says Visa’s announcement 
is a “watershed” moment. 

“I think that the U.S. has 
reached a tipping point. You’ll begin 
to see more and more smart cards 


in the hands of U.S. consumers,” 
Schindewolf says. 

Phone makers are also start- 
ing to build smart-card chips into 
cell phones, which could then be 
used in place of cards at “contact- 
less” terminals. 

The world’s largest retail- 
er, Wal-Mart Stores Inc., can’t 
wait for smart cards to come fast 
enough. The retail giant has already 
installed terminals with slots for 
smart cards in all its U.S. stores. 

“Signatures are a waste of time,” 
says Jamie Henry, senior director 
of payment services at the compa- 
ny. “They add no value to anyone.”

Album Review 

If Girls singer and guitarist Christo- 
pher Owens had his way, he’d park 
the tour van and make the studio 
his home, like the Beatles and Brian 
Wilson before him. 

“I’d just stay home and make 
records,” Owens says. “For the audi- 
ence, that would be very rewarding. 


But the reality is, if I did that. I’d 
have to go back to work — and I’m 
not sure I want to do that.” 

While Owens enjoys playing 
live with bassist and producer Chet 
White, the richly produced music he 
makes with the San Francisco-based 
Girls would have been well-matched 
to a time when studio output was 
the priority and concerts were just 
supplemental income. Alas, these 
days, he explains, ‘"You don’t support 
yourself from record sales; you sup- 
port yourself from touring.” 

Like Girls’ 2009 debut, the

A Simple Bunny Tale 


‘Playboy Club' evokes 
1960s noir but fails 
to re-create the era 


Television 

The first of two “Mad 
Men”-inspired network 
shows this fall, “The Play- 
boy Club” (10 p.m., NBC), arrives 
with a resounding thud. It begins 
with a long, lingering shot of an 
older bunny, Carol-Lynne (Laura 
Benanti), singing “Chicago,” a 
Frank Sinatra standard of the 
period, rumored to be his hom- 
age to the gangsters from “that 
toddlin’ town.” 

The frisky waitresses cavort and 
mingle with a largely male crowd. 
Things get ugly when a rather 
thuggish sort breaks the look-but- 
don’t-touch rule with the new hire, 
Maureen (Amber Heard), but she’s 
rescued by up-and-coming attorney 
Nick Dalton (Eddie Cibrian). Togeth- 
er, they clean up a dangerous mess 
that leaves them both compromised

and all but intimately connected. 
This does not sit too well with Nick’s 
girlfriend, Carol-Lynne. 

Way back in 2002, NBC trot- 
ted out a series named “American 
Dreams,” produced by Dick Clark 
and a tribute to the role “American 
Bandstand” had on popular cul- 
ture. It was a handsomely produced 
series, but except for showing off 
period songs, costumes and hairdos, 
it did a fairly poor job of evoking the 


1960s. Substitute Hugh Hefner for 
Dick Clark, and “Playboy Club” is 
basically “American Dreams” with 
more cleavage and a noirish soap 
opera plot. It’s not horrible, but it’s 
nowhere near good. 

“Playboy” is not the first failed 
series set in the New Frontier. Most 
of these attempts focus on the sizzle 
of the era and lamely re-create the 
electric charge in the atmosphere.
